"The instrumentation of Salvator Mundi was only partly dictated by the fact that the work was to be composed in 
the first instance for school forces; the combination of chorus, piano duet, percussion, and string orchestra 
provided the means for desired textural contrasts. The poems are very varied in mood even though all are 
concemed with the nativity. Numbers I and VII are overtly secular emphasizing the beginnings of the Carol as a 
dance form; numbers III and V do likewise, but to words of a more clearly religious import; numbers II, IV, and 
VI are different in reflecting the essential mystery of the Incarnation. Sacred and Secular combine overall in a 
joyful celebration of Christmas."

TONIGHT'S ARTISTS 


Formed in 1983, the CLAUDE WATSON SCHOOL FOR THE ARTS CHOIR maintains a complement of 
more than fifty treble voices. Choristers range in age from nine to thirteen years, and are drawn from grades five 
to eight. The Choir has evolved as an important extra-curricular group, winning local and national recognition at 
music festivals and conferences. In 1989, the Choir participated in the Contemporary Showcase Festival, the 
International Choral Festival, and the National Kodaly Conference. 


Described as possessing “one of Canada's most beautiful and cultured tenor voices," GLYN EVANS is a noted 
interpreter of concert, oratorio, and recital repertoire. A graduate of the Opera School at the University of 
Toronto, Mr. Evans has been heard with the major opera companies across the country, as well as with Opera de 
Lyon in France; he sang in the Canadian premiere of Dominick Argento's Postcard from Morocco at the Guelph 
Spring Festival, and in the world premiere of Istvan Anhalt's Winthrop with the Kitchener-Waterloo Symphony. 
He performs extensively with the leading orchestras and choral societies in Canada and, in recent seasons, he has 
been invited to sing in Handel's Ode to St. Cecilia with the Montreal Symphony under Charles Dutoit, the Bach B 
Minor Mass with the Vancouver Bach Choir, and Mendelssohn's Elijah with the Winnipeg Symphony, conducted 
by Helmuth Rilling. Mr. Evans can be heard on the disc Love's Old Sweet Song (Fanfare) with Maureen Forrester 
and pianist John Arpin. 


ANN COOPER GAY holds a Bachelor of Arts degree in music from Austin College in Texas. Following vocal 
studies at the University of British Columbia and the University of Toronto's Opera Division, she performed 
leading roles with the Canadian Opera Company, and was engaged by opera companies and orchestras across 
North America. Ms. Cooper Gay can be heard as Sara Riel on the Centredisc recording of Louis Riel by Harry 
Somers, and she is the writer/producer of the one-woman pasticcio Rags to Riches. 


Since 1984, Ms. Cooper Gay has been increasingly active in the training of children's choirs. She studied with 
Doreen Rao at Northern Illinois University and with Helen Kemp at Westminster Choir College. The High Park 
Girls' Choir of Toronto, which she founded in 1986, was chosen as a finalist in the Kiwanis Music Festival, and 
was invited to perform at the International Choral Festival and the National Kodaly Conference. She is also 
conductor of the Children's Choir and Summer Choir Camp of the Royal Conservatory of Music. While pursuing a 
Master of Music degree from the University of Toronto, she teaches music at Hodgson Senior Public School, 
performs as soprano soloist, and adjudicates at various festivals. 


DOREEN RAO made her conducting debut at London's Royal Festival Hall in 1980 and her New York 
conducting debut with the American Symphony Orchestra in 1985. She is acclaimed for her work as music 
director of the Glen Ellyn Children's Chorus in Illinois. As assistant conductor of the Chicago Symphony Chorus 
under Margaret Hillis and Sir George Solti, she helped prepare recorded performances which won four Grammy 


Awards and a Grand Prix du Disque. She has worked with the Grant Park (Chicago) Symphony, the Chicago Civic 
Orchestra, the Evanston (Illinois) Symphony, and the Oregon Bach Festival, and has prepared choral works for 
Claudio Abbado, Edo de Waart, Istvan Kertez, Jorge Mester, and Helmuth Rilling, among others. 


Her extensive work with university and community groups is equally acclaimed. She has conducted numbers of 
all-state choruses and served as guest conductor and clinician at conferences of the American Choral Directors 
Association, and the Music Educators National Conference. In addition to appearing throughout the United States 
and Canada, she has been engaged as clinician and conductor in Europe, Israel and Scandinavia. 


Appointed assistant professor of music education at the University of Toronto in July of 1988, Doreen Rao 
continues to maintain her guest conducting and lecture appearances. In addition, she will direct the two week-long 
Joy of Learning workshops which are part of the 1989 International Choral Festival in Toronto this June. 


A graduate of the University of Toronto, Jan Szot has been a teacher of strings and choral music at the Claude 
Watson School for the Arts for the past six years. Miss Szot has had a long association with the community youth 
orchestra movement as adjudicator and workshop leader and, most recently, as conductor of both the Halton 
Youth Symphony and Mississauga Youth Orchestra. This year, Miss Szot has been invited to establish a new 
ensemble, the North York Youth Orchestra, under the joint sponsorship of the North York Symphony Association 
and the North York Board of Education.
